While on the subject of Tim Green, it 
is important to note that he is not merely 
the busiest producer in the entire Pacific 
Northwest (having produced Lyne, 
Dwindle, Conrad Uno, et al.), Tim has 
recently teamed with writer Sharon 
Cheslow to form the duo known as Red 
Eye. Their two-song seven-inch on 
Decomposition Records (3288 21st St., 
San Francisco, CA, 94110) is remarkable 
for the bittersweet “Special Delivery to 
My Heart.” The winsomely sung lyrics 
and the little picture of Sharon are just 
that, even if my genre of preference is 
hardcore. Very seldom do I get this 
excited about any indie-rock release. 

Another new indie-rock release worthy 
of mention is the new six-song seven- 
inch by Britain’s Pussycat Trash.

AND THE EDUCATIONAL COMMUNITY AS 
ONE COHESIVE UNIT. And that is what a non- 
commercial, educational station should be 
used for: A LEARNING TOOL FOR BOTH THE

due to the persuasions of big-business. KDVS 
is a freé-form leaming tool for both the 
listener and the deejay.
